| FOR FRENCH DEMANDS 
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Electric Light and Power 
Rates in Athens, Rome, 
Conyers and Lithonia 
Ordered by Rail Board. 


Increase in street car fares in 
Rome and Athens, in gas rates in 
Macon, and in electric light and 
power rates in Athens, Rome, Con- 
yers and Lithonia were on Tuesday 
authorized by the state railroad 
commission, of which C. Murphey 
Candler is chairman. : 

In both the instances where the 
commission increased the street car 
fare a straight fare of 6 cents was 
substituted for the prevailing 5-cent 
fare to offset an increase in opera- 
tion cost. All other applications by 
the public utility companies for 
changes in the present contracts 
with the municipalities were denied 
by the commission, 

On.the petition of the Rome Rail- 
way and Light company the com- 
mission prescribed a revised. scale 
for light, power and electrical heat- 
|} ing rates, the net result of which 
is a@ very slight increase and only 
in part offsets the high operating 
expenses of the company. The in- 
crease at Rome in rates approxi- 
mates a gain of $12,000 to the, com- 
pany per year. The company “was 
allowed a l1-cent increase in street 
car fare. rates. 

Increases in Athens. 

The Athens Railway and Light 
company was directed and author- 
ized to revise and increase its elec- 
' trie light and power rates in Ath- 
ens, the net result of which will be 
approximately 10 per cent increase 
of the gross revenue. Rates to 
some consumers have increased, 
while rates to other classes of con- 
sumers have been decreased by the 
revision of the commissioner, due to 
an improper relationship heretofore 
existing. In the case of Athens 80 
per cent of the increase will fall on 
the wholesale and industrial plant 
t peers. 5 , 
| in addition, to. increases.in ight, 
and power fates the railway arfd 
power company was allowed to 
charge a 6-cent street car fare. This 
company asked for a T7-cert rate, 
four tickets for 25 cents. The com- 
pany was ordered to continue its 
present practice in regard to trans- 
fers. 

The Macon Gas company was au- 
thorized to increase its gas rates 
10 cents per 1,000 cubic feet, which 
makes the gas rate in Macon $1.35 
per 1,000 cubic feet. 

Increases Authorized. 

The Panola Light and Power com- 
pany, which supplies light and pow- 
er to the towns of Conyers and 
Lithonia, were authorized by the 
commission to increase rates for 
light and power so that such in- 
crease offsets the increased cost of 


operation. 

The cities in the state that now# 
have a 6-cent street car fare are 
Augusta, Athens, Rome-and Macon. 
In the last. named case the increase 
was by order.of the city council of 
Macon.

STATE OF FLORIDA 
BECAME BONE-DRY 
AT 12 LAST NIGHT 


Tampa, Fla., December 31.—The 
entire state of Florida became “dry” 
at midnight tonight, when the con- 
stitutional amendment making sale, 
manufacture or transportation of 
liquors, wines or beers, illegal in 
this state. » 

This city was really the last stand 
of whisky interests among the large 
cities of Florida, and in only one 
other county was the sale of liquor 
being carried on. The mail order 
and package houses operating here 
managed to get rid of their last 
remnants of stock today. The large 
concern carried on an auction sale 
for two days this week to close 
out, 

A feature of the new law is that 
a fine of $500 or six motiths’ impris- 
onment, or both, is the minimum 
penalty for drunkenness, first of- 
fense, and a fine of $3,000 or three 
years in jail, or both, for the sec- 
ond offense. 
‘To many lovers of intoxicants in 
Atlanta this notice means “good-by, 
booze, forever . more,”, for with

Indemnity Must Be Con- 

siderable, But Not So 
Large as to Place Ger- 
many in Servitude for 
Prolonged Period. 


Paris, December 31.—Former Pre 
mier and Minister of Finance Alex- 
andre Ribot said to the Associated 
Press today that the financial sit- 
uation of all the nations associated 
against the Germanic coalition must,: 
at the end of their effort, be adjust= 
ed with due regard for the efforts 
and sacrifices made by each, tak- 
ing into account their respective 
resources and their ability to pay. 
He declared that, in the account- 
ing, sacrifices. and losses of wei* 
power must figure along outlays in 
money and damages sustained. 

Germany and her associates in 
the war, said M, Ribot, must pay 
according to their resources, in ad- 
dition to their own war debts, a 
share of the expenditures of the en- 
tente coalition over and above the 
damages they have caused to the 
invaded countries: 

Priority for French Claims. 

In view of the fact that France 
was the principal battlefield and 
that she furnished by far the great- 
est effort and sustained the great- 
est losses in proportion to her pope - 
ulation, M. Ribot holds she should’ 
have priority in the claims upon 
Germany for indemnity. 

“That indemnity,” he added, “must 
be considerable. But it ought not 
to be so big as to place the German 
people in a sort of servitude for a | 
prolonged period. That would even- 
tually engender further strife, which 
is precisely what the peace congress 
will afm to make unnecessary and 
impossible, 

“If Germany is called upon to pay 
the immense total properly charge- 
able to har, be “to do 
so only if she {fs not entirely de- 
prived of foreigh trade. We cannot 
take her markets from her while 
expecting her. to find the money to: 
meet the engagements we impose 
upon her, She must have raw mae 
terials to work with and the pos- 
sibility of exporting her producta; 
otherwise her population will emi- 
grate and her industries will lan- 

uish.” 

Regarding the amount of the in- 
demnity Germany may be able to 
pay, M. Ribot declined to make. an 
estimate. 

“It ought to be limited, however,” 
he said, “to a sum that may be 
wiped out, principal and interest,’ 
in. a limited number of years.” 
Bolshevism Considered. 

Bolshevism has been given seri- 
ous consideration during the last 
two days by the American peace 
delegates, especially since the re- 
ceipt of dispatches indicating 


progress of the German Bolshevik 
element toward gaining control in 
Berlin. The progress of the Rus- * 
sian Bolsheviki in Poland and 
Esthonia also is being watched. 

Although the United States has 
not officially recognized the Polish». 
government, it has recognized the 
independence of. Poland and the 
American delegates in Paris have 
conferred with the Polish repfesgen- 
tatives here, 2 

While the American. delegation 
will make no statenrent concern- 
ing the protection to be given Po< 
land and Esthonia, they are re 
ently inclined to prevent the Be 
sian .Bolsheviki from dominating 
those countries. Until the confer- 
ence actually convenes it be 
difficult for the allies to thake nay 
preventive measures, although the 
sufferings. of the Poles and the 
Esthonians appeal strongly to the 
Americans,

Washington, bcember 31.—Arri- 
val at Trieste ofthe first steamer 
carrying food supplies for the Serb- 
jans, and the sending of a special 
mission to Warsaw to organize food 
relief in Poland, and another to 
Vienna to investigate food condi- 
tions there, were announced in a 
cablegram recéived at the food ad- 
ministration today from Herbert C. 
Hoovet at Paris. A commission also 
has left for Belgrade to take charge 
of the sdiunttig Vive: 

Conditions in Vienna and also in 
Rumania were said to be desperate. 
Mr. Floover said representatives of 
the Viennese municipalities now at 
Berne stated feod supplies for the 
2,0°° -*9 people in the Austrian cap- 
ital would not last more than ten 
days. The, Swiss government, the 
cablegram said, proposed to forward 
at once a wéek’s supply for Vienna. 

As to Rumania, the cablegram 
said thé: American and allied min- 
isters there had telegraphed they 
were convinced that the food sup- 
plies would not last more than an- 
other thirty days and “that imme- 
diate steps for relief must be taken 
if the country is not to be sub- 
‘merged into Bolshevism.” 

First Cargo Arrives, . 
p. _Mr_,.Hoever:s cablegram-foliows: . 

“The first cargo of foodstuffs 
shipped through the co-operation of 
the war department and food ad- 
ministration has arrived at Trieste 
and other cargoes should arrive at 
Cattaro and other points on the 
Adriatic sea in the next three days. 
These supplies are intended for Ser- 
bia and the territory recently amal- 
gamated with Serbia in Bosnia and 
Montenegro, where the distress is 
very acute. The only connection is 
by railroad from the Adrfatic sea, 
the Bulgarians having destroyed the 
railread from Saloniki, Greece, be- 
yond the possibility of repair in- 
side of four months. 

“Colonel McIntosh has already ar- 
rived in Trieste, Austria. Colonel 
Atwood and staff leave tonight for 
Ragusa en route for Belgrade, leav- 
ing representatives at Cattaro and 
other points. 

“Dr. ‘Vernon Kellogg, Colonel 
Grove and Hugh Gibson leave Berne 
tonight by special train for Warsaw, 
by way of Vienna, to take charge 
of relief measures, which it is hoped 
to develop for Poland. 

“A commission representing the 
American, French, British and Ital- 
ian governments, under the chair- 
manship of Dr. Alonzo Taylor with 
the assistance of Captain T. T. C. 
Gregory, of the United States army, 
is leaving tonight for Vienna in re- 
sponse to representations as to the 
dangerous situation which had de- 
veloped in that city. The repre- 
sentatives of the Viennese munici- 
Ppalities now at Berne state that 
food supplies for the two million 
people in the city of, Vienna will 
not last for more than ten days. 
Owing to the disorganization of 
railroads in Austria and the sepa- 
rating of Hungary and the Czecho- 
Slovakia, Vienna is practically cut 
off from any supplies. 

Revolt Near in Vienna. 

“So far the Bolsheviki have been: 
kept under control in Vienna, but 
advices indicate that unless food- 
stuffs can be furnished for the city, 
it. will be impossible to mantain or- 
der. The Swiss government is pro-j 
posing to forward at once about a 
week’s supply for the city, but the 


situation in Switzerland will not 
permit of their giving more than a 


few days’ relief, - 

“The American and allied minis- 
ters in Rumania have telegraphed to’ 
their respective governments that, 
after investigating, they are con- 
vinced that the food s~~ply of Ru- 
mania will not last for %re than 
another thirty days, and that imme-.

The healthy and prosperous con- 
dition of Atlanta’s banks during the 
past year as indicated Tuesday in 
the report of the clearing house, 
which showed that Atlanta bank 
clearings in 1918 were $93 991,292.87 
above those for 1917. This an- 
nouncement was one which gav;3 
pleasure and cause for pride to the 
jocal bankers, who when seen yes- 
terday emphasized the significance 
of the statement as regards the so)- 
id prosperity on which the south 
now rests. 

The presidents of Atlanta’s lead- 
ing banks, the Atlanta National, 
Central Bank and Trust corpora- 
tion, Fourth National, Fulton Na- 
tional, Lowry National and Third 
National, were all enthusiastic over 
the results of the past year as far 
as their banks were concerned, and 
over the prospects of extension in 
1919. 

Without exception the banks of 
Atlanta handsomely increased their 
deposits in the past year, and added 
many new patrons to their lists..A 
striking feature of the business is 
that, in spite of the war securities 
into which people put a large 
amount of their earnings, the -sav- 
ings deposits were greatly increas- 
ed. The banks, which it was first 
thought would experience a falling 
off in their savings account after 
‘the appearance of the Liberty Loans 
and war savings stamps, have on 
the contrary witnessed a phenom- 
enal extension in this department 
of their business. 

Jobs Ready for Soldiers. 

There is not a bank in Atlanta, 
according to their chief officers, 
but that will take back all of its 
employes who have been in the 
service of their country and witli 
soon return to their places.

Warsaw, Monday, December 30.— 
Forty-seven persons have been kill- 
ed in the streets of Warsaw in con- 
sequence of numerous clashes which 
occurred between troops and revo- 
lutionists. The city is at high ten- 
sion over the shooting today and 
yesterday by the troops of red revo- 
lutionists who were holding demon- 
strations in favor of the liberation 
of several interned Bolsheviki. 

This is the first time such drastic 
measures have been. taken here. A 
state of virtual martial law exists, 
with the soldiers of the newly-form- 
ed national army and the municipal 
guard patrolling the streets. The 
‘artillery has been holding target 
practice in the outskirts of War- 
saw, the booming of which is in- 
fended as a warning to revolution- 
ists who are suspected of an inten- 
tion toiseize the government. 

The arrival of Jan. Paderewski, 
who-has been proposed as president 
of the republic, has served to 
strengthen he hands of the authori- 
ties, 

It is extraordinary how unspec- 
tacular are the street fights, sev- 
eral of which the correspondent has 
witnessed. In one instance, soldiers 
who refused to salute the red flag, 
when jostled by the crowd, opened 
fire, but the rioters were unper- 
turbed. 

Many demonstrations in support 
of Paderewski were. held at Posen, 
where the Poles ate in complete 
control.

“The -. immediate requirements 
were for meeting January obliga- 
tions for about $2,000,000,” he said, 
“and this could have been obtained, 
but to complete the construction 
and equipment work will require 
the raising of many millions more. 

“Every possible effort to provide 
for these construction and equip- 
ment needs, including informal ap- 
plications to the war finance corpo- 
ration, had been taken by the dil- 
rectors, but without substantial re- 
sults, and it seems wise to face 
the issue now with the hope that 
general knowledge and appreciation 
of the necessities will suggest a 
way for their solution.” 

Mr. Garrison declined to discuss 
his plans for the rehabilitation of 
the company bevond saying: “I am 
going to run the road as directed 
by the courts.” 

The B. R. T. controls virtually 
all the transportation line in Brooke 
lyn, surface, elevated and subways. 
Its elevated lines cross the Brooklyn, 
Manhattan, Williamsburg and 
Queensborough bridges into Man- 
hattan. It owns the Broadway sub- 
way extending from Times Square 
to Whitehall street in Manhattan 
with two tunnels under the East 
river to Brooklyn. The elevated and 
surface lines of the company ex- 
tend to the far corners of Brooklyn, 
to Coney Island, Canarsie, Flushing, 
Jamaica and Bergen Beach.

The passengers carried by the B. 
R. T. and its subsidiaries in 1917 
numbered 760,519,397. The trackage 
aggregated 541 miles and the pas- 
senger earnings were $28,485,861. 
The B. R. T. and its twelve subsi- 
diaries have bonds outstanding to 
the amount of $202,550,000. The 
funded debt of the B. R. T. proper is 
$91,044,000. The annual _ interest 
charges amount to $5,622,770. The 
government owns $17,000,000 worth 
of the company’s 7 per cent notes 
interest on which falls due tomor- 
row. 

Negotiations with the city for 
carrying out the B. R. T.’s part in 
the “dual subway system” were con- 
summated in 1913 and under them 
the corporation assumed responsi- 
bility for three district lines with 
a trackage of approximately 284 
miles. A large share of this work 
remains uncompleted and it was 
this delay to which President Wil- 
liams attributed most of the cor- 
poration’s financial difficulties. 

Another element which is believ- 
ed to have led*to the receivership 
was the disastrous wreck in Novem- 
ber on the Brighton Beach line in 
which nearly 100 persons lost their 
lives with attendant damage claims 
amounting to an enormous sum. 

The securities of the B. R. T. and 
its subsidiaries are widely held.

War certainly held the center of 
the stage in 1918, and the promise 
of the American executive that 
“force without. limit” would be ex- 
erted by this country in the. great 
battle for freedom was brilHantly 
fulfilled. So immersed were the 
American people in the conflict that 
war may be said to have become 
their chief indeed, almost their 
only, business. Every energy was 
bent to thte purpose either of fash- 
a the weapons of warfare or of 
providing men to use them, of sup- 
plying the;needs of the fighting 
forces and of the vastly larger num- 
ber of those who duerely’ aided these 
forces, the while that supplies of 
food for our own men and our allies 
abroad were forthcoming without 
Stint, except where. American men, 
women and children, on the mere 
request of our government, forbore 
to eat their normal foods in order 
that our army and our allies’ armies 
and civilian populations should have 
enough. 

Thus it was that ordinary civilian 
trade took, as it were, a back seat, 
that many non-warlike occupations 
were curtailed or entirely suspend- 
ed, and that every one could feel 
that whether on the battlefield, in 
the office, in the factory or on the 
farm, all were engaged in a common 
cause and for a common end. Then, 
just as the mighty machine that 
had been built up for war purposes 
began to function powerfully and 
Victoriously, the enemys collapse 
came, and the remainder of the year

Cotton Seed Oil. 


New York, December 31.—Cotton seed coil 
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ing material sent, was proved by the 
splendid work of our soldiers, who, 
our friends the allies admit, arrived 
just in time to turn the scale of the 
conflict and to block the way of 
the Germans to the channel ports 
and to Paris, and later, in conjunc- 
tion with our allies, under the su- 
preme command of the brilliant 
French Marshal Foch, broke the 
German lines, expelled the invader 
from northern France and from Bel- 
gium, and finally, by the terms of 
the armistice asked for by the beat- 
en foe, established the allied line 
far within the enemies’ border, eon- 
stituting a new “Watch on the 


Rhine” pending a final peace settle- | 


ment. It will probably be the ver- 
dict of history that our full strength 
had not yet been put forth when 
the collapse of the boasted efficient 
Teutonic combination ‘was registered 
in the German surrender and revolt 
and the final abdication of power by 
the self-styled war lord and his 
confederates. Thus this latest and 
greatest crusade was won, peace re- 
turned to the east, and the prepara- 
ticns for .the conference at Ver- 
snilles gave peculiar emphasis to the 
Christmas season and were fraught 
with favorable auguries for the ush- 
ering into the world of a truly happy 
New Year. 

Over Four Years of War Ended. 

With the great war apparently 
ended, a glance over the big events 
of the four years and nearly four 
months additional that it lasted may 
not be out of the way. First of all. 
it needs to be said that no human 
being expected it to last the Jength 
of time it did, nor that the financial 
costs thereof (probably $18¢@,000,000,- 
000 to $200,000,000.000) could have 
been so successfully borne bv the 
world. As to the cost in, life, no 
definite measure can be had eps yet. 
but nrobably between 9,000,000 and 
10,000,000 fighting men laid down 
their lives, while massacre, disease 
and starvation may have taken as 
many more civilians. Of our own 
part in it, it can be said that while 
our financiel costs have been great, 
perhaps $22,000,000.000 to date, our 
own ltoss.of life, directly due to the 
hostilities or to disease and attend- 
ant evils. nossibly 100,000 men, while 
regrettably large in our eyes, was 
slight compared with either those of 
any of our foes or of our allies. 


Feeding Our Allies. 

In the work of feeding our allies, 
a really marvelous plan of substi- 
tution of other cereals for wheat was 
first necessary in 1918, and to bring 
this about, the 5% to 6 bushels per 
capita of domestic consumption at 
the outset was cut down to below 
three bushels. The average for the 
entire vear was not over four bush- 
els. and whereas at the outset of 
the cereal year 1918 a total export 
of only 40,000,000 bushels was esti- 
mated as. possible from our deficient 
1917 harvest, we actually , shipped 
130,000,000 bushels without apparent 
injury to our own population, which 
accepted wheatless and meatless 
days, record high levels of prices 
some rather drastic limitations o 
individual liberties, and a myriad of 
other sacrifices, as something all in 
the “day’s work’._of winning the 
war. In doing this, by the way, the 
free stock of wheat was reduced to 
a 10-days’ supply by the time the 
new crop was available. 

Super-War Prices. 


Up to the middle of the year the 
movement of commodity prices, if a 
slight seasonal reaction in. March 
be expected, was quite st®*adily up- 
ward, reflecting the needs of our 
allies, the high buying power of 
our own people, and, last but not 
least, the concentrated buying of 
our government for army needs 
(4,000,000 men being in arms and a 
still greater number beimg in pros- 
pect). The August 1 number, 
however, reflecting, as it did, gov- 
ernment price-fixing of cotton 
goods, showed a decline, and a 
following numbers showed a rather 
uncertain but, on the whole, down- 
ward trend until December 1, when, 
contrary to many expectations based 
on the return of peace, the index 
number moved sharply upward, due 
to the rise in meats and dairy prod- 
ucts, which, of course, are and have 
been in a class by themselves, owing

Big Merchant Marine. 


We also have—what we hitherto 
lacked—a big mérchant marine ca- 
pable of serving our importers and 
exporters, and our loans to allies 
and neutrals have given us a finan- 
cial footing in the markets of the 
world of which our bankers prob- 
ably will not be slow to take ad- 
vantage. If it is necessary to fi- 
nance our customers throughout the 
world to enable us to sell goods, we 
can do it, because we financed Eu- 
rope when. the possibility of re- 
turns was not nearly so good. as 
now. We also have a larger capacity 
for output and certainly greater 
adaptability for catering to foreign 
demands, whether of peace or war. 
In fact, we have reached in a few 
short years a position that it took 
Great Britain, the business nation 
par exceljence, generations to 
achieve. Fears of unemployment of 
the masses should be considered 
with the known faé¢t in view that 
immigration, which should have 
Ziven us 5,000,000 persons in the 
past four years, has been almost at 
a standstill. Furthermore, we are 
not sure that our whole army ‘is 
coming home much before a year 
from now. War taxes are a source 
of apprehension, but these too should 
be looked at in the light of the fact 
that taxation in this country has 
not assumed the all-pervading char- 
acter imparted to it in Europe by 
centuries of custom and precedent. 
Unless most signs fail, the possibili- 
ties of future state control, inter- 
ference or regulation are not so 
great as seemed certain when we 
were in the full stress of war. 

Lower prices may come, not all 
of them at once, by the way, and 
may delay, but should not radically 
interfere with the processes of nrop- 
er readjustment. While war infla- 
tion may have been responsible for 
some of the present high prices, the 
latter in the last analysis merely 
Spell scarcity, which it should be 
our work to remove, and in remov- 
ing make business friends who will 
stick and customers who will come 
again. No headlong break in .do- 
mestic prices seems probable wiih 
the purchasing power of our people so 
hich: supply and demand conditions 
what they are; stocks of goods out- 
Fide of government hands not, bur- 
densome; those in sovernment con- 
trol large perhaps. but promising to 
be liquidated conservatively: credit 
conditions, as reflected in failures, 
sound: the farms of the country such 
mines of wealth, and the ovtside 
world’s needs so great. It really 
seems certain. that the people and 
the country that have done so much 
in the past four vearsawill not falter 
now that peace has come and “busi- 
ness’as usual” is again to be the 
watchword. .:
